THE DOWNFALL OF CEICHY.

Paris, cannot fespond punctually and amply 
to 8 pecuniary demand! Nowhere else in 
Christendont is bankruptcy so odious or s0 
terrible. A 

Twelve years ago, I spent two days, by 
urgent request, in the Maison Clichy. I 
had hated Imprisonment for Debt before, 
but did not cleatly know why. Ihave not 
since been at all confused on that point. 

Not that ‘jail-birds’ are all samples of in- 
jured innocence, nor anything like it. 
Many of them are prodigals ; some are in- 
corrigible profi and swiiidlers. I 
made the acquaintance of both of these 
classes during my brief sojourn at 70 rue 
Clichy. But mixed with them were as up- 
right and worthy men as tread the earth— 
victims of fraud, of oppression, and of crime- 
I met there men of diverse nationalities, who 
had been put there expressly that schemes 
‘of rapacity and rascality, which they, if at 
liberty, would defeat, might be fully con- 
summated—men ‘whose imprisonment in- 
volved their own pecuniary ruin, with heavy 
losses to other good men. Let me give two 
instances: 

An Englishman of decided,ability and in- 
ventive genius was deeply involved in the 
manufacture of a patent pall at Rouen. 
His Freneh partner, taking fright, hastily 
gathered up the ready means of the firm, 
and vanished. The Englishman called his 
creditors together, laid a full statement of 
his affairs before them, was advised by them 
to go on, and assured that he should be 
sustained. No real creditor of the concern 
dissented. But a French sea-captain who 
had been employed by the firm, and dis- 
charged for dishonesty, and who actually 
owed ita large sum, now set up a claim as 
creditor; and, on ‘this clatm, had the re- 
‘maining partner arrested and imprisoned, 
The feather was a heavy one; the camel's 
back was already bent; the “concern must 
go to wreck, and honest creditors be de- 
frauded out of many thousands, to glut the 
vengeful malace of a single villain. 

‘Again: A London merchant failed, owing 
heavily. His exhibit was so ‘satisfactory,

“This is simply misfortune ; you have done

And those natural laws 
carry their penalty with them. 

Now, all our ideas of sin, in respect to all 
laws, are very largely derived from our ex- 
perience in regard to society-laws. And 
yet, as a general fact, guilt is less there than 
anywhere else, dangers are fewer there than 
anywhere else, and wrongs may be more 
easily remedied there than anywhere else. 
And, if 8 man’s notion of sin is derived from 
the guilt of the infraction of human laws, 
he will have a most shallow, inadequate, and 
dangerous conception of sinning and its 
penalties. For, after all, it may be said, 
generically, that he who sins against his own 
soul, though no officer may see him, though 
no witness may testify him, though

him, it is in vain for him to go and implead 
Nature, and say, “I did not know that I 
was doing wrong, and I will not do it 
again.” ‘Neither your protestations of igno- 
rance, nor yr promises of obedience, will 
make any difference. A man that breaks a 
law of Nature must take the penalty. 


ignorant or knowing, the whole penalty 
comes down on him. 

That is not all. The punishments for the 
violation of natural laws ean never be 
evaded; for they are self-executing punish- 
ments. The laws of society are subject 
to modifications and re-enactments, and 
are executed with the intervention of ap- 
inted. officers or tribunals; but natural 
ws have no intervention, They take care 
of themselves. If 8 man violates a natural 
law, he suffers. He is not arrested by a 
constable ; he is not brought before a court; 
he is not indited by a jury; no verdict is 
passed, and no sentence is pronounced in 
his case; he is not handed over to officers ; 
he isnot eonfined in prison; there is no 
penalty inflicted upon him by human power; 
but he suffers, If you overwork the brain, 
instantly the head aches. If you overtax 
yourself, instantly the reaction tells the story, 
and you know that you have transgressed, 
because the penalty falls down upon you. 
Nor is the case different because the trans- 
gression of natural law is relative to a man’s 
stamina and strength. That is, what is 
transgression for one is not for another. If 
I carry a hundred pounds, and my strength 
enables me to carry two hundred, I do net 
violate natural law; but if my neighbor, 
who cannot well carry more than fifty 
pounds, carries a hundred, he violates a nat- 
ural law. A man’s temperament and con- 
stitution grade obedience in him. 

Inevery man there is a relation to natur- 
al law, and he ought to be acquainted with 
it. If he is not, he suffers the penalty. At 
any rate, he suffers the penalty if he violates 
it. Ardin this regard we may say that 
natural laws are inhuman. That is, they 
are Rot human; for no sorrow or reforma- 
tion has any effect on the past or the future. 
If aman violates my house, and takes awa: 
my property, itis in my power, if I cate’ 
him, to say whether I will disclose it or not. 
If I Gnd aman stealing my goods, and I ar- 
rest him, and he pleads with me, and says, 
“T did it to alleviate the sufferings of those 
that I cannot endure to see suffer,” in view 
of the motive by which he was actuated, I 
may say to him, “Go and sin no more.” 
Nay, I may actively employ myself in giv- 
ing him the means of relief from the tempt- 
ation to steal. But when 8 man violates 
the law of Nature, it makes no difference 
how good a plea he can make, all his sor- 
row, all his promises of amendment, and 
all his good dispositions are as nothing.

It is simply a case in which he has gone on 
violating natural laws, the nature of which 
was to defer their penalties, but which 
never took their eye off from him, but 
watched him, and followed him, and seized 
him at the proper time, and executed their 
commission in full. And the man that vio- 
lates the laws of Nature in the structure of 
his own body, or mind may be perfectly 
certain that those laws will inflict their pen- 
altieson him, both here and hereafter. 
There are sins against the soul. I have 
spoken of sins against society and sins 
against the body—that is, the laws which 
society makes, and the laws which represent 
the bodily condition. Sins against the soul 
include both of these in many cases. Still, 
for general use, the classification.is sufficient- 
ly distinct. A man may be to the extent of 
his knowledge and intent a good citizen, 
and obey the laws which society imposes 
upon him, and may seek to obey to the best 
of his ability the ordinary laws of health; 
and yet he may be committing sins that 
are dangerous and very fatal to his con- 
dition in sinning against his own soul, 
literally. For there are laws of thought, of 
moral sentiment, and of affection, that are 
just as real as these other laws, that are 
more profoundly important, and that are as 
solemn as Sinai itself. And because you 
are less familiar with them, because they

purpose of making the nation ready for an 
Inevitalfle coming event—and that is, the 
impeachment of the President.” 

‘We beg to inform our friend that the na- 
tion was long ago, and is now, abundantly 
ready for the impeachment of the President. 
Whe people are waiting for it anxiously— 
pay, with an almost impatient anxiety. In 
the Republican party, not only the Radical 
wing, but a large part of the Conservative, 
pre at last united in demanding the re- 
movM of the only remaining hindrance 
to reconstruction; and that is, the 
President. A few far-sighted public 
men—such, for instance, as’ Wendell Phil. 
lips, Charles Sumner, Thaddeus Stevens, 
and Gen. Butler—have been, for many 
months past, urging impeachment. Such 
men are the coulter of the plow; they 
break ground just a littke ahead of the 
general furrow. Find where these men 
stand to-day, and you have found where the 
rest of the party will stand to-morrow. 
(And, as these men long ago demanfed im- 
peachment, shrewd observers might have 
then predicted that, about the present time, 
the rest of the party would, with general 
woice, be ready to re-echo the demand.

Statesmen are now reading the signs of the 
times. The Springfield Republican—a jour- 
mal which speaks as accurately as any 
Other the conservative, as distinguished 
from the radical, purpose of the Republican 
party—says: “If Congress were now in 
Bession, there can be little doubt that the 
House would find articles ef impeachment 
against the President.”

‘One of the sternest duties ever laid upon 
‘American statesmen has been, and still is, 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson. But, 
motwithstanding the patent fact that the 
public welfare has imperatively demanded 
this measure, many eminent Republicans 
have hitherto opposed and defeated it, be- 
Cause they have seen in it some risk to the 
fortunes of some favorite presidential candi- 
Mate. Butin all such paltry reasons against 
impeachment, we can see, not a pardonable 
expediency, butan unpardonabie cowardice. 
If Mr. Johnson deserves impeachment, he 
eserves it irrespective of the question as to 
which of a dozen or twenty Republican 
pandidates is to be the fortunate winner of 
the next presidency. If any political event 
}n the future may be regarded as sure, it is 
Bhat the Republican party is to carry the 
ext presidential election. The impeach- 
ment or non-impeachment of Mr. Johnson 
wvill not alter this inevitable fact. Is it not, 
Kherefore, a mockery of statesmanship to 
nilow so grave question as the impeach- 
ment of the President to turn on the minor 
Bnd almost private question of the political

If it is, it is the least ob- 
jectionable of any scheme, as I see it, that can 
be devised. It may yet benceessary before No- 
vember to imprison Mr. Andrew Johnsor, to 
save us from wer, or prevent the surrender of 
Washingion to the Maryland.rebels. Whocan 
do it? Gen. Grant. By whose orders? The 
people’s, transmitted through their state gov- 
ernors. 

This striking letter is not from the pen of 
an alarmist, but from a philosophic observ- 
er of public events. We do not share the 
apprehensions of our est d correspond- 
ent that “ war is imminent”; neither do we 
believe that Andrew Johnson is Oliver 
Cromwell. We simply believe that Mr. 
Johnson will act as wickedly as his evil 
heart and his large opportunities will per- 
mit. That he is inherently the worst public 
man known to American history is our sol- 
emn conviction. That he would destroy the 
liberty of his country, if he could success- 
fully accomplish such a crime, is evident to 
all the world. But he cannot ruin, he can 
simply disgrace, the Republic. And yet, in 
saying this, let us not, in any degree, under- 
estimate the public peril. Better prepare 
for the worst possible contingency. Cer- 
tainly we heartily sympathize with the 
idea of a convention of loyal governors. 
Such a convention, if full of pluck, might 
render the country an illustrious service. 
We have only one apprehension in‘ view of 
its assembling—and that is this: the 
so-called Radical governors who met at the 
Southern Loyalists’ Convention in Philadel- 
phia exhibited a degree of cowardice 
which, if it were to be re-exhibited now, 
would only encourage, and not intimidate, 
the renegade of the White House. If our 
governors did not all expect‘to be senators, 
and if at least half-a-dozen of them did not 
confidently hope to be on the ticket for the 
next vice-presidency, we should be reasona- 
bly sure that their meeting would bea public. 
benefit. Butif, on their gathering together, 
they shall find themselves afraid to demand 
the impeachment of the President, and shall 
be simply inclined to follow the half-way 
policy of Gen. Grant, they might as well 
save their traveling expenses, and stay at 
home. 

Meanwhile, if Andrew Johnson makes an 
attempt at war against the Republic, let 
him be tried by a court martial, and shot 
by twelve soldiers, in a hollow square.

Taylor’s Travels include the whole globe; 
and, unhappily, teke all the interest away 
from most of it. The most graphic de- 
scription of England is, perhaps, Olmsted's 
“Walks and Talks of an American Farmer 
in England.” Irving's “ Sketch Book,” and 
“Alhambra,” though not altogether books 
of travel, give indelible impressions of 
Spanish and English country life. Miss 
Martineau’s “ Eastern Life” is a delightful 
book, though too large for most young peo- 
ple to undertake. 

Who that has seen a boy reading Baron 
Trenck’s memoirs will doubt whether 
biography may be made palatable to chil- 
dren? Itis a great step, undoubtedly, frem 
this to any other book of the kind. ‘But, 
when the mind matures a little more, Lock- 
hart’s Scott becomes interesting, and Bes. 
well’s Johnson, and Madame d’Arblay’s 
delightful accounts of her early career. A 
book somewhat similar is to be foundin the 
lately published Memoirs of Lady Morgan, 
which give the’most amusing sketches of 
‘bailliant English society, for the juvenile 
author of the “ Wild Irish Girl” was noth- 
ing but a wild girl herself to the end of her 
days. These are to be cheaply purchased 
in the Tauchnitz Edition. Miss Pardoe’s 
“Louis XIV.” and Miss Strickland’s 
“ Queens of England” belong rather to his- 
tory than biography, and are among the 
stock books for young ladies. The latter is 
much too long, for no young person should 
be required to read a book in more than 
two or three volumes. Irving’s Washing- 
ton is liable to the same objection, though 
less seriously ; and it is certainly one of the 
few agreeable biographies which our litera- 
ture has produced. Parton’s biographies, 
too, though inflated and sensational in style, 
have the same merit of being readable. 
Mrs. Hutchinson’s memoirs of herself give 
a fine view of the position of women during 
the English civil wars; and Mrs. Adams’s 
Letters afford a similar picture, taken during 
our own Revolution. Mahon’s Life ofCondé 
is also a good book for girls, as its principal 
interest turns on the adventures of that great 
captain’s heroic wife, during one of the 
most stirring epochs of French history. 
Nor must we forget, among American 
books, the memeirs of Margaret Fuller, 
Countess Ossoli, which exhibit a life so 
varied as to give some nutriment to every 
mind. 

History must be read partly in historical 
novels, which are weil-provided by the 
present favorite, Mrs. Mithlbach. Scott's 
historical novels, and Shakespeare’s plays 
will also leave a more vivid impression of 
the.epech they portray than can otherwise 
be gained. When we come to real history, 
nothing is so picturesque and attractive ag 
Motley’s “Dutch Republic.” Prescott is 
inferior to him in these qualities, but his 
themes are always interesting, and his work 
is thoroughly and smoothly done. Ma- 
caulay dwells too much on minute and un- 
interesting matters, but he always handles 
them with spirit. The “ Pictorial History 
of England” is valuable for detached pas- 
sages and for reference, rather than for con- 
tinuous reading. 

Two books are very valuable as giving 
the foundations of the history of Modern 
Europe—Thierry’s “Norman Conquest,” 
which is wonderfully picturesque and real , 
and Quizot’s “History of Civilization in 
Europe,” the first volume of the larger 
work, which is philosophical, thoughtful, 
and clear. Another book which is very 
admirable, as giving a good general view of 
modern history, pointing out -witt .great 
judgment the best books and passages of 
‘books, is “Smith’s Lectures,” which is or 
was the text-book in Harvard University. 

Gibbon is on too vast a seale, and should 


only be read in passages and in connection 


with other books. A far better book for 
thorough reading is Sismondi’s “ Rise and 
Fall of the Roman Empire,” a most inval- 
uable little work, to which we personally 
date back our first clear knowledge of the 
connections of modern events, after much 
reading of works less clear. The most 
graphic French history is that of Michelet, 
though it is too extended. Lamartine’s 
“@Qirondists” gives the most interesting 
pisture of the French Revolution, though 
rhetorical and one-sided. De Tocqueville’s 
“Old Regime and the Revolution” gives 
the best impression of the events which led 
to this great turning-point in modern Eu- 
ro) history. 

We have = yet few-books on American 
history which are interesting to young peo- 
ple. Bancroft is turgid and inflated, and 
Hildreth is very dry ; the best book known 
to us in this direction is Frothingham’s 
“Siege of Boston,” which gives with great 
clearness and animation the outbreak of the 
Revolution. For the earlier epoch, “Pal- 
frey’s ‘New England” is the best, so far as 
it goes; but Hawthorne's “ Grandfather's 
Chair,” and other stories, afford the only 
glass through which we can view well the 
colonial epoch. The story of the recent 
war is as yet written for children in frag- 
ments only; Coffin’s “Following the 
Flag” and Days and Nights on the Bat- 
‘tle-field” being the best. 

Young girls will find their way fast 
enough to novels and poetry—good, bad, or 
indifferent—nor is this taste to be regretted, 
when moderately indulged. Fortunately, 
the best English novels of the day are writ- 
ten by women, and are telerably healthy in 
theirtone. In the way of general literature, 
itis very desirable to give young people 
‘some good translations of the Greek poets, 
as they rarely read them in the original. 
Chapman's Homer, for instance, if it really 
takes hold of them, will impress their mem- 
or forever; and 20 of Potter's translations 
of the Greek dramatists. For the ancient 
mythology, there is Hawthorne's “ Wonder- 


book,” and Mr. Bulfinch’scompilations, Of 


the great authors in modern continental lit- 
erature, most have been translated, for _bet- 
ter or for worse—usually the latter. Fortu- 
nately for girls, two of the most admirable 


works of criticism on. English literature 


were written by authors of their own sex, 
and will be likely to reach them—Eliza- 
beth Barrett’s “ Essays on the English Po- 


ets,” and Mra. Jamesen’s “ Characteristics of 


Shakespeare's Women.” Oharles Lamb's 
“Specimens from English Dramatic Poets” 
‘give delightful glimpses at the rich treas- 


ures of Elizabethan literature; and it were 
to be wished that some one would do the 


game for’ the prose literature of Queen 
Anne's time. Every young gitl should

CULTURE AND REFORM. 


A NEW power, it seems, has appeared 

among the forces that are working out the 
reformation of society; a power generally 

known in retired circles as culture, still 

known by that name, but claiming under it 

a weight and range of influence that are 
conceded only to first-class instrumentali- 

ties. The masters and advocates of it in 
this country are well known, though they 
have made no striking public demonstra- 
tion, and have engaged-in no open warfare 
-against the “ Philistines,” who speak of cul- 
ture with scorn, and describe the praise of 
‘it as a very maudlin and miserable sort of 
cant. But in England there is a man who 
puts on armor, and wields a trenchant 
Weapon with t effect, in defense of 
“Sweetness and Light,” which in his view 
are the regenerating elements, in the intel- 

lectual and social world. Matthew Arnold 
is his neme. He is the evangelist and the 
hero of the new gospel of Wisdom and 
Beauty. He and his comrades on either side 
pof the water believe with aM their hearts 
that what the world needs most of all, now 
4s ever, is the mental and spiritual refine- 
ment of individual men and women, under 
the influence of literature and thought. 
‘They are the enemies of ali passion and all 
prejudice. They detest narrowness, how- 
ever called. They abominate sectarianism, 
Kiberal or illiberal. “They fight against every 
limitation that is mot justified by reason. 
Liberals they are, but liberals tempered by 
experience, reflection, and renouncement. 
They are haters of hatred, scorners of scorn, 
and lovers of love. Amabitious of power, 
rank, wealth, they arenot. Theyrather de- 
sire to keep aloof from organizations that 
commonly end in disorganizing men, and 
prefer to have nothing to do with machinery 
that grinds the inventors and the workers 
of it into dust. Their reliance is on. 
mind, not an metals; on ideas, not on tac- 
tics; on growth, enlargement, expansion, 
not on watchwords, dogmas, conventions, 
or party leaders. In their judgment, men 
have tried to fight fire with fire, and dark- 
ness with darkness, longenough. The devil 
is master of his own weapons. The enemy 
of allugliness is beauty ; the foe of all dark- 
ness is light. Of these men it is noticeable 
that their notion of culture is worthy of the 
duty they call on it to perform. There is 
no affectation of delicacy about them. 
Their appeal is made in behalf of a very 
noble style of manliness, and a very admira- 
ble stamp of character. They know as well 
as any that mere education—scientific 
knowledge, book;learning, classical pedan- 
try, and dainty critical taste—have ne power 
to make men wiser or better. When they 
say culture, they mean training of the human 
creature with a view to the perfection of all 
lis powers, and the attainment of the utmost 
degree of happiness and use. It has its 
origin in the love of perfection. It moves 
by the force not merely or primarily of 
the soientific passion for pure knowledge, 
but also of the moral and social passion for 
doing good. It takes as its motto the words 
of Bishop Wilson—‘ To make reason and 

the love of God prevail.” 

To sneer at these men as visionaries and 

impracticables is, easy enough ; but it can 

only be done by those whe caricature them, 

The merchant asks what sort of a hand 
they would show in trade; the financier 

woukd like to give them a trial at the 
budget ; the politician.is curious to see them 
manage 8 ward meeting; the manufacturer 
wonders how machines of their invention 
would forge iren or grinf cern; it would 
give the farmer pleasure to see them at the 
plow-tail; the engineer satisfaction to look 
on while they planned a railroad or a canal. 

The local reformer inquires triumphantly 
how they propose to deal with intemper- 
ance or licentiousness. The political econ- 

omist would be obliged for their solution of 
the problem of pauperism. The sectarian 

demands their specific for enlerging the’ 
church and saving souls, The religionist is 
concerned to hear what remedy they have 

to suggest for the undevoutness of the 

masses, or what they have to bring farward 

as an antagonist force to the bestiality of 
the lower orders and the worldliness of the 

upper. 

To some of these objections the apostles 

of culture make no reply, not perceiving 

how any reply they could make would meet 

the intelligence.that urges the query. To 

others they reply by a fresh definition of their 

idea. To others sti they subniit that this 

influence, whose virtues they recommend, 

and whose adoption they press, has already 

proved its potency in some of the depart- 

ments where its applicability has been 


all the glory and gain it has achieved. 
Whether French, English, or German, its 
great names belong to men of cul- 
ture—trained and disciplined men. Was 
Geathe nobody in science? Is J. 8, 
Mill nobody in practical affairs? 1t is this 
element of culture, well understood, that 
makes the politician something more than 
a trader in votes; the merchant something 
more than a haggler for money; the archi- 
tect something more than an artisan; the 
banker something more than a stock-jobber ; 
the lawyer something more than a trickster ; 
and the divine something more than a pul- 
pit speaker, or an ecclesiastical wire-puller. 
The introduction of even a little more 
sweetness and a little more light into 
journalism, politica, ethics, reform, religion» 
would haye'the effect to modify considere- 
bly the hardness and vulgarity of the aver- 
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called in question. Social science owes to it|_ 


estimable measure. ‘That quality was 


moral earnestness, devotion to great spirit- 
ual ends, power of self-sacrifice in behalf of 
ideal convictions—a precious quality which 
we cannot yet afford to lose or disparage ; 
the loss and disparagement of which 
have cost Virgil and Shakespeare some- 
thing. No doubt the Latin poet and the 
English dramatist would have found the 
‘Puritans, even the best of them, intolerdble’ 
company on @ sea-voyage, and anywhere 
else. What sort of compang would the 
heroes and heroines of the May Flower 
have found the poet and the dramatist? 
And which would have the best right to be 
dissatisfied with the other on the ground of 
the qualities that elevate human nature in 
the moral scale ? 





DECADENCE OF ROYALTY. 


Ir ts only half s century since Leigh 
Hunt was fined and sent to prison for call- 
ing, in print, the Prince of Welles, uncle of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, 
“a fat Adonis.” It was not a very severe, 
nor yet a very smart thing to say of an 
elderly gentleman; but royal obesity was 
not a thing to be trifled with. The adipose 
that did hedge a king in those days, when 
the Bourbons had just been reinstated in 
fheir sacred rights, was not to be made light 
of with impunity. But, since then, great 
changes have been going on in England, 
and royalty begins to understand that it is 
in its decadence. Household suffrage, and 
manhood suffrage, are familiar phrases 
among the common people, and the House 
tof Lords is beginning tobe regarded as an 
absurd and useless appendage to the gov- 
ernment. A very marked change has taken 
place within the past ten years in the tone 
of English ‘discussions where royalty and no- 
bility are concerned; but we have not seen 
anything else quite so startling as a report 
lately published in an English paper that the 
Prince of Wales had called in,person upon 
the editor of Punch, requesting him to de- 
sist from caricaturing his royal mother, as 
he considered some things which had ap. 
peared in Punch as highly disrespectful to 
Her Majesty !” Whata fall was there! What 
a Change from the time of the “ fat Adonis.” 
What.has become of the divinity that doth’ 
hedge aking? Whatan idle gewgaw isa 
crown, when it no longer protects its wearer 
from the jeers of the caricaturist. And 
what a feeble popinjay has the Prince of 
Wales become, when he has so little sense of 
his own dignity, and of the proprieties of 
his station, as to call upon Punch, and 
request that popular joker not to make 
fun of his royal mother. We are half 
ashamed to think of the attentions we be- 
stowed upon the royai simpleton when he 
was in New York. But Englishmen not 
only make fun of their monarch, but they 
treat her with a degree of rudeness that, 
the most humble woman in America 
is safe from. Her womanly sorsow for the 
loss of her husband, which renders her in 
our republican eyes an object of tender re- 
spect, expeses her to unfeeling insults from 
her own subjects. The allusions to “ Mrs. 
Brown” which are often seen in British 
prints are well understood on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and we lately read in an 
English journal an indignant protest against 
the coarse caricatures of the Qucen which 
were published in a London comic paper, 
called the Tomahawk. They manage those 
things very much better in France. The 
humblest “person in France is so safe in his 
personal rights that he cannot even be car- 
icatured without he first gives his written 
consent. Madame George Sand was re- 
certly applied to by the editor of a comic 
paper in Paris, which makes specialty of 
caricaturing notable people, for permission 
to publish a caricature of her head. She 
replied that she had no other objection than 
than that it might offend her children, and 
for their sakes she must withhold her con- 
sent. 

When our Puritan ancestors chopped off 
the head of Charles the First, they did not 
deal the kingly effice half so hard a blow as 
the Prince of Wales did when he called 
upon Punch to request him not to make fun 
of his royal mother. England had long 
since deprived royalty of its prerogative, so 
that it has been only a costly pageant; but, 
now that it has lost its prestige, and can no

Dr. Taylor cherished a deep interest in the 
cause of education, and in ail judicious 
measures for the relief or mitigation of ,hu- 
man misery. For many years he was an 
officer of prominent charitable associations 
in this city, as well as a trustee of the Astor 
Library. In his personal relations, Dr. 
Taylor was mild and conciliatory. If not 
ardent in the expression of his feelings, he 
was scrupulously honorable and just; he 
possessed an unaffected purity of heart; an 
though he professed no stoicel indifference 
to secular emoluments, his pecuniary deal- 
ings were always above suspicion, and his 
reputation without the stain which some- 
times cleaves to clergymen who are sup-

TERE have been fewer sensational re- 
ports in Broad Street the past week than 
there were the week before about the 
freaks of.the President, and the removal or 
resignation of Mr. McCulloch. It is still 
asserted, however, by some, that Mr. Me- 
Culloch will be displaced, to make room for 
a more pliable politician; but these reports 
have lost their effect on the excitable tem- 
per of “the Street,” and it is agreed on all 
hands that the removal of the present head 
of the Treasury Department, just at this 
crisis, would have a very damaging effect 
upon financial affairs and the credit of the 
Government.

But why not? The Government happens 
to be in very easy circumstances just now, 
and 5-208 are as good a subject for a corner 
asanything else. It is a very discreditable 
thing, n0 doubt, to do anything by which 
the credit of the Government is injured; 
but, if indiscreet speculators Will fodlishly 
sell 5-20s short, in belief that the nation will 
ever he bage enqugh.to repudiate its debt, 
we do not think they are entitled to much 
sympathy if they have to suffer for their 
want of faith in the integrity of their coun- 
en. 

The unwillingness of the bears to sell 
stocks short, particularly railroads which 
show largely increased earnings, and the 
wiikingness of the bulls to carry the stocks 
they have loaded up, favor the probability of 
a much higher market during October ; and 
the even chance of an abundance of money 
tends to encourage this feeling. Erie rail- 
road, for the present, is weak, and has but 
little influence on the rest of the market ; but 
it has a way with it of producing violent 
changes, and it is well to keep an eye on it, 
and particularly on its “speculative direc- 
tor.” 

There has been a little excitement in 
Mining stocks, which have all generally 
been firm, with the’exception of “ consoli- 
dated Gregory.” The Miscellaneous share 
list has been neglected; but not to a dam- 
aging extent. ‘ 

The “money article” editor of one of 
our daily journals, who has been all alongy 
urging Mr. McCulloch to destroy all the 
legal-tender he can before the meeting of 
Congress, in the hope that thereby a scarc- 
ity of money may be created, and the West- 
ern farmers be compelled to, sell their grain 
at ruinous prices, now consoles its readers 
with the dismal information that, after all 
the reports about the glorious harvests of 
1867, the wheat crop will prove a compara- 
tive failure, in consequence of the inferior 
quality of the grain. He is. in a perfect 
glee of dismal-humor at the prospect of the 
decreased earnings of the railroads, and the 
‘distress and disappointments generally 
which must ensue. Nothing short of a 
repetition of the troubles of 1887 and 1857, 
a general smash-up of everybody, and a re- 
turn to specie payments, will satisfy this 
commercial croaker. But we are happy 
in the belief that he is likely to enjoy a 
prolonged misery by the continued pros- 
perity of the country. 

It is impossible to mix much with:finan- 
cial men without discovering that the party 
in opposition to our national bank system is 
rapidly growing, and to arrive at the con- 
clusion that it will soon become sufficiently 
powerful to make itself felt in our political 
contests. When Democrats at the West, 
like Pendleton and Vallandigham, and Re- 
publicans at the East, like General Butler, 
utter similar opinions on this important 
subject, it is a sign that something is going 
to happen. The national banks should take 
a hint in season. 

All the Railroad stocks have had a tumble 
during the week; and “Old Southern,” 
which was one of the strongest, has shown 
symptoms of weakness. But it is still con- 
fidently believed by many who are well in- 
formed that “Old Southern” and New 
York Central are sure of a large rise in 
October, if not in September. Opinions 
are not worth much’ in Broad Street unless 
they are brsed upon reliable facts; but it 
would not be safe at present to take any- 
body’s opinion on the future of the stock 
market, The bulls and the bears are about 
equally divided; the bears having the ad- 
vantage for the moment in the actual con- 
dition of affairs. But the bulls are confi- 
dent. The first of October will be a critical 
time with the banks, as they then make 
their quarterly statements; and afterward a 
lively speculation is looked for. It will de- 
pend a good deal upon Washington, and 
“the result of the elections in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. For the present the majority are 
waiting for something to turn up. 





THE BANK STATEMENT. 


Tue great bugbcar of Wall Street is the 
Bank Statement; brokers, speculators, and 
all other classes of borrowers and lenders 
look forward to its appearance at the close 
of the week with apprehension and feverish 
exctement. The first intimations of its 
character, which are generally made publie 
on Saturday afternoon, just after the ad- 
journment of the second “Open Board,’ 
usually cause a flurry, and stocks go up or 
down one to two per cent., according as its 
figures are interpreted to mean an easy ora 
stringent money market for the ensuing 
week, But the bank statement really af 
fords very little clue to the actual condition 
of the banks at the time it is made; and it 
gives no reliable information whatever 
as to the real state of the money 
market. There is one infallible test 
by which the condition of the banks 
may be known, and that is the rate of 
interest on call toans. If money can be 
had easily at three to five per cent., itis a 
perfectly sure indication that there is more 
money in Wall Street than the legitimate 
wants of business calls for, let the bank 
statement be what it may. It is perfectly 
easy to deplete the bank-vaults of five or 
six millions of gold or currency just before 
the statement is made up, transfer it for 
twenty-four hours to the vaults of some 
private banking-house, and then convey i 
back again to the vaults from which it was 
taken. By this means the bank statement 
might be made to show 28 serious 
loss of currency, while not a dollar 
would have been taken from the street. 
Figures, it is supposed, cannot le; 
but there is nothing that can lie so 
easily, Facts are not necessarily truths, 
particularly in a bank statement. The 
statement of the banks in relation to the 
amount of gold in their possession is always 
deceptive,'for the reason that they do not 
give the actual amount of their deposits up 
to the time of making out their statement, 
but only of the average amount held during 
the week. ‘The private banks are not in- 
cluded in the regular bank statement; and, 
as their transactions and deposits are on a 
very large scale, without © knowledge of 
their condition entering into the calculation, 
it is quite impossfble to form & correct esti- 
mate of the actual condition of the money 
market from congulting the naked state- 
ment of figures made by the national banks. 
The great facts which all know are that 
we have constantly on hand more gold than 
is needed;~mnd ‘that there is 8 supera-

statements are very useful for statistical 
purposes, when they are taken together for 
a series of years; but they are of no use 
whatever as indicating the actual financial 
situation at the time they are published. 
Every man who has occasion to borrow 
money knows perfectly well whether the 
market is easy or stringent, and that to him 
is the all-important consideration. Let the 
bank statement be what it may, the only 
fact of importance to him is whether he 
can get the accommodation he needs when 
he asks for it. 





MONEY MARKET, 

THERE is nothing like “stringency ” in 
the money market; but greater activity of 
business has led to a greater demand, and 
call loans, which are the true barometer in 
financial affairs, are now made at an ad- 
vance of one per cent. in the rate of interest, 
and discounts of business paper have ad- 
vanced at about the same rate. Six per 
cent. is now about the rate paid on miscel- 
laneous securities, and on Governments one

Tue demand for domestics has been main- 
tained during the week by a very good 
business among the jobbing houses, without 
any marked change of prices, In certain 
descriptions of heavy brown goods there 
has been a slight decline, while in the finer 
qualities of bleached goods there has been 
a small advance, with an increased demand. 
The increased price of gold has had no in- 
fluence upon the value of the raw material, 
and consequently has not*at all affected 
the prices of manufactured goods. The 
market is well supplied with all descrip- 
tions of home-made fabrics, while the im- 
portations-of foreign goods continue fully 


ers complain that, though trade is good, so 
far as large sales go, yet they are making 
no money. This is more particularly true 
of woolen importers. In goods of a more 
seasonable character—in silks, fancy cassi- 
meres, dress-goods, and articles which de- 
pend upon fashion fortheir value—there is 
less cause of complaint. The jobbers are 
generally doing well; and, if they can 
restrain their ambition to do a lage trade 
within the prudent limits of their means, all 
will go well with them. Their danger lies 
in the constant temptation to give too much 
credit. It was never safer than now, prob- 
ably, to trust the country; but it is never 
safe for a merchant to trust beyond the point 
where he can see his way perfectly clear to 
meet his engagements. Some failures have 
taken place, and-some houses have had ex- 
tensions; but net to an unusual extent, or to 
indicate anything like a general stringency- 
Failures in business must always occur, and 
there is nothing in the circumstances of 
those which have happened this season to 
disturb confidence in the general soundness 
of this branch of business.
